“He died at 5:59 a.m. here at home, 
peacefully in his sleep” with his wife, 
Altovise, and three of his four chil- 
dren present, business manager Shir- 
ley Rhodes told reporters outside his 
house. 

Davis was diagnosed with throat 
cancer eight months ago, and his 
health deteriorated steadily after he 
went home from the hospital March 
13. . ' 

An actor, singer, dancer and im- 
pressionist, the exuberant Davis 
lived life hard and fast. His gold 
chains, heavy rings and gaudy 
bracelets were as much a part of his

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BYU-Hawaii is paddling furiously to keep its 
head above the raging waters of the Laie sewage 
treatment plant problems and the threat of court 
action. 

Treatment plant concerns, which may lead to a 
lawsuit by the Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund for 
violations of the Clean Water Act, are being ad- 
dressed by BY U-Hawaii. 

The Defense Fund environmentalists, however, 
are determined to see their case in court. -.-- 

The plant, located on the island of Oahu, has the 
official capacity to process 500,000 gallons of 
sewage per day, but during the rainy season must 
process 600,000 gallons daily, Barbara Hasting, 
director of communications for the Hawaii Depart- 
ment of Health, said. 

The effluent (the outflow from the plant) is being 
discharged continuously into a nearby swamp, 
which under permit should only happen upon 
emergency, Hasting said. 

The sewer plant, which officially changed own- 
ership from BYU-Hawaii to Zions Securities 


ewage problems plague BYU-Hawail 


Corp. as of May 1, 1990, is simply not large enough, 
said Napua Baker, a BY U-Hawaii Public Relations 
representative. 

BYU-Hawaii has received a notice of intent to 
take court action by the Sierra Club Legal Defense 
Fund on behalf of its clients, Hui Malama ‘Aina ‘O 
Laie and Hawaii’s Thousand Friends, two environ- 
mental groups. Federal law requires a 60-day no- 
tice by the private party that wishes to file the suit. 

The notice alleges that “the plant is violating its 
permit on a daily basis by allowing pollutants to be 
discharged from the plant into an effluent swamp 


. disposal site and thereafter diréctly inta waters of 


the United States.” ss SAR 

The treatment plant has also failed to file 
monthly discharge monitoring reports to the 
Hawaii Department of Health, therefore, certify- 
ing that no effluent has been discharged, the notice 
says. 
“The plant’s National Pollution Discharge Elimi- 
nation System permit expired by its own terms on 
April 30, 1990,” says the notice. “Since we have 
seen no evidence that a new permit for the plant has 
been issued, it appears that the plant is currently 
... (operating)... without a NPDES permit.” 


“The plant has experienced instantaneous flows 
of about 920,000 gallons per day,”the notice says. 
“The result of this chronic hydraulic overload is 
that the plant is unable to process properly its 
sewage influent (raw sewage), thereby resulting in 
insufficient biological treatment,” the report adds. 

Skip Spaulding, the Sierra Club Legal Defense 
Fund attorney handling the case, denied the valid- 
ity of Associated Press reports claiming that “raw 
sewage” and “untreated sewage” had been dumped 
into waterways, or that the Defense Fund ever 
made such allegations. 

What we are dealing with is “inadequately 
treated sewage,” he said. 

Baker said BYU-Hawaii is doing everything it 
can to remedy the situation. 

“Zion Securities is transferring a full-time plant 
coordinator to take care of the problem,” Baker 
said. There is also a full-time committee seeking a 
resolution, she said. 

Although Zions Securities is now the official op- 
erator of the plant, BY U- Hawaii will continue to 
play an active role in addressing concerns related to 


the treatment plant.

But he said he would refuse to 
sign the bill unless “mischievous lan- 
guage,” such as a provision to permit 
federal funding of abortions in the 
District of Columbia, was deleted.

Bush said the standoff by seces- 
sionist Soviet Baltic republics “puts 
some tension” on his upcoming sum- 
mit with Soviet President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev. He said he’d like to see 
dialogue between the Soviets and in-

the economic pressure on Lithuania 
to “clear the air fast.”

Bush expressed optimism that his 
administration would reach agree- 
ment with congressional leaders on a 
deficit-cutting plan. But he 
sidestepped questions about what 
taxes — if any — he would accept in 
the current talks and said he had 
rejected calls that he go first with a 
comprehensive package of his own.

Bush said “it isn’t an easy call” on 
whether to grant China preferential 
trade benefits under most-favored- 
nation status, a decision he has to 
make by June 38.

April inflation rate is lowest of the year 


WASHINGTON — Inflation rose only modestly: last month in the first 
break for consumers since a cold snap sent prices sodring at the beginning of 


the year, the government said Wednesday; we 

Declines in the cost of vegetablés, futeloil and women’s clothing helped 
restrain the increase in the Labor Departmént’s Consumer Price Index to a 
eat adjusted 0.2 percent in April. It was the most modest gain in seven 
months. 

“We're correcting from the unusually high prices of the winter,” said 
economist Donald Ratajczak of Georgia State University in Atlanta. “You 
could argue the worst of inflation is behind us, certainly for this year.” 

The index, spurred by weather-related increases in food and energy prices, 
soared 1.1 percent in January and climbed 0.5 percent in February and March. 


The earlier price spurt, along with a burst of economic activity fueled by. 


unseasonably warm weather following the freeze, had persuaded many ana- 
lysts that the economy was breaking free of the sluggishness of late 1989. 
However, the latest inflation report fits with recent employment, retail 
sales and industrial production figures that show a return to slow growth in 
April. ae ae a a * 
Interest rates, reacting to the evidence of quiescent inflation and anemic 


economic growth, inched lower in early trading on the bond market and stocks - 


rose slightly. 


Hansen criticizes tobacco export policy 

WASHINGTON — The U.S. trade polity for tobacto exportsis contrary to 
the country’s health policies and must bé changed, says.Rep. James V. 
Hansen, R-Utah. . 

Hansen, quoting from a yet-unpublished General Accounting Office policy 
audit, said it is “absurd and hypocritical”. that the United States promotes 
tobacco exports while also supporting World Health Organization efforts to 
discourage smoking internationally. ‘ 

Hansen sent a letter to President Bush seeking executive intervention into 
the issue and said he hopes Congress will see fit to address the issue. He said 
the White House replied that the request was under consideration. 

Hansen said the government is involved in using the U.S. Trade Represen- 
tative to send tobacco products overseas, particularly to Asia. “Those same 
resources could be promoting the export of many Utah and American goods 
such as fruits, meats and other foodstuffs which face severe import restric- 
tions by countries such as Japan and Korea,” he said. 


Lake level increase at near-record low 
SALT LAKE CITY — Great Salt Lake’s seasonal rise this year apparently 


was the second smallest of the century. dee Meee 

The lake level at Saltair Marina dropped 1.2 inehies during the last two 
weeks, according to a measurement Tuesday by the U.S. Geological Survey. 

The decline suggests that the lake has begun its seasonal retreat. 

Unless something unusual causes the lake level to rise again, the 3.6-inch 
increase this winter and spring will rank as the second smallest, behind the 
2.4-inch increase in 1988, said National Weather Service meteorologist 
William Alder. 

Record increases were established in the flood years of 1983 and 1984. In 
1983 the lake rose a little more than 5 feet. The next year, its elevation 
increased an even 5 feet. Those were the two greatest seasonal rises on record, 
Alder said. 

The greatest seasonal decline in the lake’s recorded history was in 1988, 
when its level dropped 37 inches during the summer and fall. 

Last year, the lake-level fell 28 inches. The weather service anticipates a 
comparable decline this year, he said.

The blast was the worst mining disaster in the nation since 27 people died at 
the Wilberg mine in Orangeville, Utah, in 1984.

He said law officers in Ogden then began attempting to trace the cocaine, 
while Internal Revenue Service agents began checking on large sums of 
money going to a Southern California man via Western Union. 

Officers executing search warrants in Ogden found several Western Union 
receipts for money sent to Los Angeles from various places around Ogden, 


including some grocery stores, Richards said.

rocket motors, the company will be 
involved in the project as a sub- 
contractor, a company spokesper- 
son said. 

“It was a company choice not to 
bid on the project,” Steve Lawson, 
Morton Thiokol’s Public Relations 
Manager, said. 

Lawson said that NASA’s sign- 
ing of a contract to Lockheed Mis- 
siles and Space Co. does not leave 
Morton Thiokol without work. On 
the contrary, they will manufac- 
ture a portion of the motors. “We'll 
do the éxhaust nozzles for the mo- 
tors, so we’re still in on the pro- 
ject,” Lawson said, 

Until the motor has been certi- 
fied for man-flight, Morton Thiokol 
will continue to manufacture flight 
sets for the shuttle, Lawson said.

Bobbie Ingram, R.N., director of 
Ask-A-Nurse,said, “When the service 
first started, we averaged only 20 to 
30 calls aday. Now our staff answers 
nearly 700 calls a day, and by Septem- 


ber we expect approximately 1,100 . 


calls a day.” 

Ask-A-Nurse, sponsored by IHC, 
gives Utahns access to a registered 
nurse 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week, to answer virtually any health 
question, Ingram said. 

The Ask-A-Nurse franchise is five- 
years-old and is operating in 38 
states, she said. 

Each nurse sits at a computer ter- 
minal equipped with a symptom pro- 
gram, she said. The nurse types in the 
symptoms of the caller, and the com- 
puter guides them to treatment or 
remedies for the situation. 

She said callers needing medical 
treatment are referred to either local 
physicians specializing in the particu- 
lar area or a local hospital. 

“With this system we are able to 
serve not only all different age 
groups, but provide answers to virtu- 
ally any health care question,” she 
said. 

The busiest time is Wednesday 
evening from 6 to 10 p.m., when they 
average more than 100 calls an hour,

Ingram said. “Our biggest concern is 


because each caller gets the full atten- 
tion of the nurse, we max out our 
phone lines and people must wait (on 
hold) longer than five minutes.” 

Provo has 12 lines, and they are 
planning to add five more in the next 
month, Ingram said. 

“We have an on-going ad in the pa- 
per for nurses just to keep up with the 
increasing phone calls. We want to 
help as many people as possible,” In- 
gram said. 

Although Ask-A-Nurse can 
provide answers to health care ques- 
tions, it is not a substitute for 911, she 
said. Anyone needing immediate 
emergency care should first contact 
911

cartoons go USSR-wide

Bible story cartoons will be broad- 
cast nationally in the Soviet Union 
this month to an estimated audience 
of 200 million people, said a 
spokeswoman for The Christian 
Broadcasting Network located in Vir- 
ginia Beach, Va. 

Frankie Abourjilie of CBN said 
they began running the programs on 
the government-owned Soviet Net- 
work for the Moscow area in January. 
Officials of the Soviet television sta- 
tion saw part of the smuggled-in “Su- 
perbook,”an Old Testament cartoon, 
and called CBN expressing their in- 
terest in the program, she said. By 
Christmas the series was airing on a 
weekly basis in Latvia and Estonia. 


Abourjilie said there are now two 
cartoon series airing twice a week in 
the Moscow area — the “Superbook” 
series, and “Flying House,” based on 
the New Testament. 

Soyuz Video, the official Soviet 
Union video distribution company, 
will have the series available for dis- 
Lau ion to video stores, Abourjilie 
said. 

“Superbook” was produced in 
Japan in the early 1980’s and has been 
translated into 11 languages and is 
seen in 80 countries. With only one 
television station in the Soviet Union, 
the program will not have much com- 
petition, she said. 

A CBN ministry center will be 
opened at Gorky Street Baptist 
Church in Moscow and will distribute 
Bibles, Christian literature and 
videos.

Farley said he first conceived of the 
internship during a visit to inner-city 
Los Angeles. He was dismayed at the 
lack of alternatives to gang activity. 

“In order to have a positive effect 
on their lives, the children must be 
reached while still young,” Farley 
said. 

This must be done “in a safe envi- 
ronment, both for the child as well as 
the intern.” 

Farley said this type of internship 
gives students a chance to experience 
another culture, and serve it as well.
